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1 . This Office Action is responsive to RCE, IDS and amendment received on 
11/13/2009. 

Claim 37 has been entered as amended. 

2. Claims 37 and 39-46 are allowed over closest prior art, Quick Jr. (US 5,673,259). 
The closest prior art of record, Gorsuch et al. (US 6,388,999) and Quick Jr.(US 

5,673,259), fails to disclose the inventive steps of "dynamically assigning data traffic 
channels for receiving data based on an urgency factor, wherein urgency factor is 
based on the data present in the buffer and indicative of the urgency of the data traffic 
to be transmitted from the at least one data buffer in the base station", as in claim 37.
